A RUBBER PHANTOM is helping teach X-ray technology in medical schools and X-ray 
training centers, eliminating the necessity and risk of students taking X rays of each 
other. Built around a human skeleton his rubber body includes rubber and plastic 
materials molded into shapes of vital organs. After the rubber framework of the 
model is molded, it is sawed into slices, as shown at lower left, so tiny chambers can 
be inserted to measure X-ray dosage and assist in practice treatment of tumors. Mate- 
rials used in construction duplicate weight and appearance of human parts, insuring 
radiographs that appear true to life, as seen at lower right.

'Beaujolais 
1 in England

LONDON—(NBA)—Ten of France's most 


•distinguished winetasters recently met to 
sample some of the red wines that are being 
sold here as genuine "Beaujolais." 


As they s i p p e d the "Beaujolais," their 


faces assumed comic expressions of disgust 
worthy of Fernandel. In what was purely a 
reflex action, one taster spat the wine into a 
brass spitoon, swilled his mouth out with 
water. 


Others scribbled notes in which the words 


''old, dry, thin, horrible" appeared with 
monotonous regularity. The panel's verdict: 
none of the 14 "Beaujolais" wines sampled 
was the genuine article. Six of them were 
.definitely bogus, four were doubtful, four 
:;were tEought possioie, meaning that they 
Bad a clean, clear color and many of the 
characteristics of Beaujolais. 


"If wine merchants tried to palm this stuff 


off as Beaujolais in France, the police would 
be kept busy," muttered Pierre Deage, in- 
spector of the Lyons Fraud Squad, who was 
one of the wine-tasters. "I don't know how 
they get away with it in Britain," he added. 


Wine-faking, itself, is as old as the wine 


trade. It was practiced by the Romans and 
became so widespread that in A,D. 301 the 
emperor Diocletian threatened to national- 
ize the whole wine industry if the growers 
and merchants didn't behave. 


Most countries have since enacted laws to 


guarantee the origin of good wines and to 
protect their quality from dilution. French 
aws, for example, insist that when a wine is 
labeled with the name of a region or a com- 
mune that it must be grown in that region 
or commune.

Crude Oil

A team working on the project 


said it could be a significant 
food source for developing coun- 
tries which might be competi- 
tive in price with skim milk 
powder.

derived with the help of bac- 
teria, the researchers pointed to 
yogurt, vinegar, cheese, sauer- 
kraut, cured meats, soy sauce 
and other foods already in this 
category. 


Living yeasts might also be 


used . instead of the bacteria in 
producing the protein, Dr. John 


• G. McNab of the Esso Research 
and Engineering Co., New York, 
and Prof, Louis R, Rey of Nes- 
tle Alimentana, South America, 
said in a report prepared for the 
133rd meeting of the American 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, 


With yeast or bacteria, the 


living micro-organisms would, 
in effect, be weaned on, and 
caused to multiply, by feeding 
them high-quality hydrocarbons 
derived from the distillation of 
crude petroleum oil. 


Out of this brew, featuring a 


constant fermentation process, 
would eventually come a dried, 
powdery 
protein 
substance 


called single cell protein. 


Special heat treatment prior 


to final processing would be 
designed to kill all bacteria or 
yeast organisms after their job 
was done. 


McNab and Rey said that a 


number of technical and eco- 
nomic problems remain to be 
solved but "we are confident
